A Democratic caucus, in which the 
Democrats agreed to permit the con­ 
firmation only of army and navy ap­ 
pointments. paved the way for the 
fight on the floor.

Georgia, Senator Cullom, represent­ 
ing the Republican 
forces, who re­ 
fused to accept the ultimatum of the 
Democrats, made a demand for an ex­ 
ecutive session.
